Washington Stirred by Report 
That ‘Mrs. Hichborn and 
Horace Wylie Have Eloped. 


SAID TO BE ON THE OCEAN 


Each Is Married and Prominent 
in Society at the National 
Capital. 


By Wire From the Washington Bt- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Society is 
deeply stirred by the report printed In 
a New York newspaper today that Hor- 
ace W'ylie, clubman and of the most ex- 
clusive sets, and Mrs. Philip Hichborn, 
the beautiful and accomplished daugh- 
ter of the late Henry M. Hoyt, Solicitor 
of the State Department, have eloped 
and aire expected to arrive in Europe 
today on the Mauretania. The story 
has shocked d iplomatic, army and navy 
circles as -no--other. event has stirred 
them for many years. 

The high rank which the late Mr. 
Hoyt occupied in the State Department 
and hence in the diplomatic service, 
and the fact that Mrs. Hichborn is a 
sister of the wife of Mr. von Stumm of 
the German Foreign Office, have given 
the story of the elopement internationai 
color and interest. 

Leaves a Young Daughter. 

A pathetic feature of the case of Mrs. 
Hichborn is that she leaves behind her 
u daughter 3 years old. Mrs. Hichborn’s 
marriage having taken place about four 
years ago. Wylie left a wife and four 
children. 

It was impossible to obtain from the 
interested parties in Washington a con- 
nected story of the disappearance of 
Mr. Wylie and Mrs. Hichborn. 

Mr. Hopkins, brother of Mrs. Wylie. 
said nervously: 

“There is not one word of truth in 
ithe story. It is simply club and dinner 
gossip. ‘There ig ‘no more foundation fo] 
it than’ that they went» on the same

Henry 
Hoyt Jr., brother of the bride, acted as 
best man for Mr. Hichborn. 

Philip Hichborn is the son of the late 
Rear Admiral Philip Hichborn, who 
was for many years chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair. Under his 
regime the first great battleship of the 
United States navy was built. 

Hichborn is about 28 and his wife is 
searcely 25. Their daughter of 3 or 4 
years of age is being cared for by the 
relatives of both ‘Jamilies. 


Philip Hichtwrn is the brother of 
Martha Hichborn, who first married 
James Blaine Jr. She was known as the 
heliotrope belle.

have been proud was given Thursday 
to Mrs. John Dvorak, known in East 
St. Louls as the Bohemian Queen. 

Her grateful subjects crowded about 
her and sang praises for the valor 
with which she protected their savings 


and put two bullets in the cheek of a 
masked robber who had shot her hus- 
band and three other men Wednesday 
night. 

Dvorak, as Bohemian King, was the 
eustodian of his compatriots’ money. 
It would have been stolen but for the 
bravery of the queen. 

While she was on ner way to the res- 
cue of her husband and her customers, 
she heard the noise of battle, including 
five revolver shots, but she did not hesi- 
tate. Rushing into the saloon, where 
the battle was in progress, she leaned 
her elbow on the bar to steady her aim 
and coolly fired at the bandit. After 
the excitement was all over she fainted. 

Dvorak’s saloon is at 1101 North Third 
street and his living rooms are upstairs. 

Had Been Rehearsing. 

Until a few minutes before the at- 
tempted robbery Mrs. Dvorak had been 
conducting a ‘rehearsal of a women’s 
singing society in a hall in the rear of 
the saloon. This kept ter up later than 
usual. 

As she was going upstairg she heard 
the noige of scuffling in the saloon. At 
the tip of the stairs she met her 13- 
year-old daughter, Mitdred. The gici 
carried a revolver.

“Let me have it,’ said Mrs. Dvorak;

“I ran through the, kitchen and into 
the saloon,’’ said Mrs. Dvorak Thurs- 
day. ‘‘Near the front door I saw my 
husband and one of his customers, Jo- 
seph Schwab, grappling with a man 
who wore a black mask over his face. 
The masked man had a revolver in his 
hand. He was trying to shoot my hus- 
band. 

“IT don’t know much about shooting. 
I'just held my arm on the bar and fired 
twice. : | 

“Two red splotches -suddenly ap- 
peared close together on the robber’s 
right cheek below the mask, and I knew 
I hit him both times. 

“IT ran out into the street to call for 
help, thinking my husband and Schwab 
would hold the robber. I didn’t know 
that both had been shot. The robber 
escaped and ran past me as I stood in 
front of the saloon. I chased him ani 
tried to shoot at him, but I was too 
weak. I fainted.” 

Were Piaying Cards. 

Dvorak, Schwab, Gus 
James Pazdera~- were playing cards 
when two masked robbers entered the 
saloon. One was tall and stout, the 
other short and thin. Each Carried a 
leveled revolver. 

When Dvorak grabbed for the taller 
man’s weapon the robber fired twice, 
wounding Dvorak in the right hand and 
the left arm. He then shot Schwab in 
the right hand and Blazek in the left 
side. 

Pazdera threw a lump of coal at the 
smaller robber, who fled, but turned 
and fired through the glass door, shoot- 
ing Pazdera in the left thigh. !

Insane women show better judgment 
than most shoppers m making their 
Christmas purchases, says Supt. Atkins 
of the City Asylum for the Insane, who 
is conducting an interesting series of 
experiments by permitting 10 of his pa- 


tients each day to mingle with shop- 
pers in the big department stores. 

“The women bring their purchases to 
me for inspection,” he said, “and I find 
that in almost every case they have 
bought real bargains.’’ 

Each day 10 different patients, es- 
corted by an attendant, are permitted to 
go shopping. 

The attendant does not wear the garb 
of a nurse and there is nothing about 
her charges to indicate whence they 
comé. Dr. Atkins says the shopping 

og Sy have had a salutary effect on 
all Of the patients who have been per- 
mitted to indulge in them. The change 
of scene and pride in doing as others 
do soothes their troubled minds and 
dispels lurking traces of melancholia. 

Insane Persons Generous, 

Normal shoppers do not know that 
they are rubbing, elbows with the in- 
sane. Since the experiment began 4 
week ago there has not been a case in 
which a patient did anything. to attract 
attention to her mental infirmity. 

Dr. Atkins hesitates to say that this 
indicates that shopping is an occupa- 
tion which does not require a mind. 
He rather inclines to the belief that 
shopping is an instinctive feminine im- 
pulse and that ‘the strange attraction 
to bargains is based on an underlying 
principle more deep-seated than ‘the 
faculty of reasoning. 7 

He has found, also; that insane per- 
sons are extremely generous. In 
nearly every case the patients per- 
mitted to go shopping have bought 
little for themselves and have spent 
most of thelr money for witte to 
others. 

The experiment has: been so suc- 
cessful that Dr. Atkins has an-

Experiments with: locomotive smoke- 
consuming devices will soon be. begun 
by the Terminal Railroad Association, 
following the anti-smoke campaign con- 
Gucted by the Post-Dispatch and civic 
organizations. The Terminal is now one 
of the biggest contributors to the city's 
smoke blanket. 

+“*A firm in Wilmington, Del., has 
promised to send a man here within the 
next few days to install a device on one 
of our engines,’’ said William Bawden, 
master mechanic of the Terminal, to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday. ‘‘Ua- 
der this man’s direction an engine will 
be remodeled. New grates and whatever 
else is required will be installed and 4 
thorough test will be made. 

‘The claim is made that the Wilming- 
ton device will reduce the smoke 80 per 
cent. If we can do this on all our en- 
gines we will be satisfied, provided the 
cost of maintenance is not prohibitive. 

Policemen of the Carr Street Station, 
by order of Capt. Schoppe, made reports 
Thursday of the most conspicuous vio- 
lations of the smoke law on their vari- 
ous beats. Their observations were

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pass THE CHARTER BILL. 

‘Objections “to postponement of the election on’ 
the new charter beyond Jan. $1 next are cogent 
and practical. Acceptance of the charter on that 
date would find it in operation at the April 
election. ~The officers provided for would then 
be elected and the municipal government would 
jbe in complete operation under the new system 
as soon as the officials elected could qualify. 
There would have been only the trouble and ex- 
pense of the special election on Jan. 31. 

If the time of the submission of the new char- 
ter is set for the April election and the charter 
is approved by.the people, the officials elected 
under the present charter at that time will haye 
only 60 days to serve. There will be 60 days of 
waiting for the provisions of the new charter to 
become oyerative. Then there must be a com- 
plete new election of officials provided for in 
this new charter. The city would be handi- 
capped by a campaign that would extend over 
five months instead of four weeks. 

It is a foolish notion that the time intervening 
before Jan. $1 is toeo-short for discussion of the 
provisions of this new instrument for municipal 
guidance. There isn’t a new thing in it. There 
-is not a provision that has not been described, 
re-described and..widely discussed and com- 
mented on for several years. It may be like no 
other city charter in its entirety but there is 
nothing in it that some other city charter does 
not contain. 

The few points to which discussion will be 
confined are not new points. There isn’t a 
revolutionary section. The newness consists 
merely in the application of widely discussed 
and generally known rules of procedure to St. 
Louis. ° These have all been repeatedly written 
about during the 18 months the Freeholders 
have been at work. 

Every disputed point can be brought to an is- 
sue and adequately argued in two weeks. The 
charter is a thing to act on, not to talk about 
interminably. . . 

St. Louis was seven years in bringing to 
realization the plan for a new municipal con- 
stitution. It was a slow and painful task. When 
popular sentiment had succumbed to disgust 
under the abuses, extravagances and crimes of 
-machine politics, machine politics still stood as 
agaunt obstacle inthe path ofchange, A reluc- 
tant consent was finally wrung from the House 
of Delegates for a commission to revise the char- 
ter. Now that all the obstacles have been over- 
come and this great progressive work has been 
completed, shall we waste time in choosing more 
delegates to interpose more obstacles to progress? 

Arguments advanced for personal, political or 
factional reasons are not worthy of notice. The 
continuation of Mayor Kreismann in an office 
of increased emoluments and enlarged powers 
is only incidental to a valuable result. Fixing 
the power of appointment in him takes politics 
out of the Council; establishing a Civil Service 
Commission takes politics out of the Mayor’s of- 
fice; the election of councilmen at large destroys 
the power of the vicious machines which have 
perpetuated incapacity in the city’s legislature. 

The sooner politics are removed from all of 
them the better it will be for the people and the 
sooner we shall come to a realization of real 
popular government. : 

The new charter promises to restore power to 
the people. It promises to end the rule of gangs, 
cliques, factions, machines and bosses. Within a 
month we can determine its full value and act 
upon it. If it bears inspection we cannot too 
soon profit by its good points. Pass the bill. 
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The Mayor refers to it politically as the “dif- 
ferential.” What he means, of course, is the 
piratical toll the. predatory Terminal Monopoly 
extorts_ for crossing the bridge. 

' §LIPPED AN ECCENTRIC. 

Surely the Colonel is between the devil and 
the deep sea. Probably it is the natural re- 
sult of harboring that “conservative-radical” 
reciprocating policy—Osawatomie in the West and 
Saratoga in the Hast. Atiyway several Detroit 
business men have warned the Detroit Board 
of Commerce to cancel the Colonel’s speaking 
engagement there next month.

Employers’ Liability Legislation. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

John M. Gitterman, in McClure’s, June, 1910, 
says: “Once in every two hours, month in and 
month out, a conductor, brakeman or switchman, 
or laborer, perishes by accident, and one is maimed 
every six minutes. Last year 6 4-10 per cent of 
all the railway employes of the United States 
| were injured. The general pr'nciple of compensa- 
tion for injured workmen has been embodied in 
legislation in Switserland, Germany, France, 
Austria, Spain, Italy, Bohemia and New Zealand. 
Even England has a workmen's compensation act. 
In Germany, one week after the public authorities 
certify to the death or injury of an employe, 
while on duty, the first payment is made. In the 
case of injury this man receives the customary 
sick insurance. The acceptance of these does not 
prejudice his right to begin action later if he sc 
desires. Within one month the employe or his 
widow receives the first installment of the pen 
sion, the ful] legal compensation is fixed by th: 
nature of the injury and the earning power of ths 
injured.” 

Those laws were only enacted as the result of 
the agitation and support of the Socialists, who 
were violently opposed by the capitalist legisla- 
tors.

diana and brought‘to that State hun- 
dreds and multiplied hundreds of tndus- 
tries. : 

Just now the gas belt is something of 
a reminiscence. The boom has burst: 
the gas has vanished; the fire is out. 
While the gas lasted, the Evansville 
Courier says, “it was used with the 
lavishness of a drunken sailor getting 
rid of his money; when it was too 
late some Government regulation look- 
ing toward conservation was applied.” 
In other words, Indiana locked the sta- 
ble door after the faithful steed had 
been stolen and safely sequestered. That 
is somewhat characteristic of the 
American method of dealing with nat- 
ural resources. : 

A big lighting company in the gas 
belt once furnished light for 115 cities 
and towns. That company has now 
discontinued the supply to the last of 
these 115 municipalities and has quit 
the natural gas business “for keeps.” 
It cannot find any new wells and the 
old ones are not supplying the gaseous 
product in commercial quantities. The 
wells are being sold'to farmers at bar- 
gain prices, where they afford a suf- 
ficiency of fuel to answer the needs 
of the front parlor or the spare bed- 
room.

be spurious. The suit is being prosecut- 
ed by Paine’s widow, who is now the 
Duchess de Choisseul Prasliin. : 
Mrs. d@’Aulby literally broke up the 
Frepch court, causing the dignified 
President, M. Robert, to suspend the 
session until order could be restored. 
The diversion came after a wearisome 
day, during which d’Aulby (instead of 
being Count d’Aulby de Gatigny, he is 
the son of a London tailor and his true 
name is John Edward Daulby) went 
over the old grounds of the acquisition 
of faked old masterpieces pursued by 
the searching questions of the Judge 
until the defendant complained that he 
as too weak to continue. In order to 
relieve him, Roger Miles was called to 
the witness stand as an art expert. He 
testified that the pictures Daulby sold to 


{Paine were valueless, being copies s0 


poorly executed as to deceive no one 
with a knowledge of art.

»Then came Mrs. Daulby, wearing “the 


blue velvet picture hat and gown she 
had on ‘yesterday. From the very first 
question asked of her she showed that. 
she was more than anxious to fight for 
the liberty of herself and her husband. 
She spoke French fluently, her voice 
often quivering with scorn. . 

“Did you know,” the Judge asked, “of 
any relations existing between your hus- 
band and Mrs. Paine?’’ 

Mrs. Daulby’s eyes flashed and she 
made a dramatic gesture as she shouted 
her answer: ‘‘Never!. If I had known 
I would have chased that woman out of 
the house. I would have had her thrown 
out.’ It is infamous to suggest that 1 
knew of it. I am an American; I am 
very much American.

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
against the Gunningham Bros. Woolen 
Co, of St. Louis, capitalized at $250,000, 
was filed Thursday in the United States 


District Court. The application for a 
receiver was filed by H. W. T. Nall & 
Co., H. B. Claflin and Stern & Katzen- 
stein, all New York concerns. 

P. d. , Cunningham, president of the 
company, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that his company is able to 
pay all claims in full. “Business has 
been dull recently,” he sald. “Of 
course, when all creditors demand their 
money at once, it presses us. We are 
capitalized for $250,000, and our debts 
do not exceed $125,000.” 

The petition alleges that the ‘Cunning- 
ham company committed an act of 
bankruptcy Nov. 16 when it paid $400 
to the Cone. Export and Commission 
Co. with intent to prefer that company 
over other creditors. It is alleged that 
the Cunningham company was insolvent 
at the time this paxsment was made. 


Indebtedness Is $2042. 
The aggregate amount of the indebt- 


edness due the petitioning creditors. is 
$2042, of which Claflin claims $1042 and 


filed by Attorney Chase Morsey. He 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that at 
present he does not know the amount of 
the liabilities or assets of the com- 
pany.
